This inttance of cool intrepidity fo characterif- 
tic of brave Capt. Barney, is eclipfed by an adtion 
of the molt ditinterefted beroifm performed by him 
at the Cape daring the lace cataftrophe in that ci- 
ty. | He notwithftanding a coatinued fire fram the 
negroes, landed in the midit of flames and faved 
from a merchapt’s counting houfe, valuables to.the 
amount of many thoufand dollars.

years of the greateft abundance, the crops never

Refolved, Thag, in our opinion, the Governor 
of this ftate is well emtitled to the acknowledg- 
ment of his fellow citizens for his prompt and de- 
cided {upport of the fyftem of neutrality and peace 
enjoined by the proclamation. | 

Refolved, That the intereit and duty of all good 
citizens confpire to unite them on the prefent oc- 
cafion, in fupporting the magilirates of our coun- 
try, in their exertions @ maintain peace, and to 
avoid the calamities of war. 

Refolved, That while we cheerfully co-operate 
in the fulfilment of the treaties of the Uniced States 
we will cautioufly avoid every meafure which may 
‘be liable to interrupt the neutrality and peace of our 
country. 

Refolved, That in oor opinion, it is repugnant 
to the laws of the land, and injurious to the beft 
interefts of our country, for any citizen to enter on 
board of, or be concerned in fitting out any priva 
teer, or letter of Marque, to cruife againft any 
nation at peace with thefe States; and that the 
friends of order and good government, are bound 
to difcountenance, and by all lawful means io pre- 
vent the fame. 

Refolved, That the Chairman of this meeting 
be requeited*to tfanfmit copies of the preceeding 
refolutions, figned by him, to the Prefident of the 
United States, and to the Governor of this flate, 
refpedtively.

In the late iftelligence from Paris, many feri- 
ous apprehenfions are entertained, that the caufe 
of Liberty in France is greatly endangered by in- 
ternal plots of concealed enemies, the agents of 
ariftocracy and royal) coalition, who finding it im- 
pofliblethat any imprefiion can! made upon France 
by force of arms, are determined to deftroy the 
Repablic by dint of intrigue and gold, and anni-« 
hilate the prefent Convention by exciting a gene- 
ral infurrection, and thereby effecting a counters 
revolution. M.Condorcet had propofed the con- 
voking a new Convention on the rit of November, 
1793; the ditcuflion of which propofition was de- 
ferred to a future day. It was fulpected his mo- 
tive for this mealure was, a certainty that corrup- 
tion exifted to an alarming degree in the prefent 
Convention, which nothing fhort of its diffolution 
could do away. 

On the 15h of May, 14,000 men were to mareh 
from Paris, to join other troops, in the imerior, 
againit the infurgents of Vendee, and the diflri&ts 
of the Loire. They aré well provided with flores 
yevery kind, and upwards of 80 pieces of can- 
An idea was fuggefted by Gen Santerre, 
t as Joon as the counter-revolutionifts thould be 
dued, an army of 100,006 men fhould makea 
defcent on England, to proclaim an appeal to the 
Englith people on the prefent war. 

The account of the death of the Marquis de !a 
Fayette, appear to be falfe. He is ftill in the pri- 
fon of Magdebuargh, with Lameth and his other 
companions in misfortune, in good health, batin 
very clofe and unhealthy apartments. They are 
allowed to fee nobody, and not to have the lJeatt 
communication with each other, and proliibited 
the ufe of the pen.
